The day of dual respon­ 
sibility, of divided authority in the 
government’s dealings with former 
service men is ended, he says, and 
troubles of long standing among 
the veterans will rapidly disappear. 
Responsibility 
f o r 
adjusting 
claims, attending to medical needs 
and of educating disabled veterans, 
is definately fixed under the law 
creating the Veterans’ Bureau. It 
rests squarely upon the director, 
rather than between the War Risk 
Insurance Bureau, the Federal board 
for 
Vocational 
Training 
and 
the 
Public Health Service, the three a- 
gencies that formerly administered 
aid independently. 
The problem ,of providing med­ 
ical 
facilities, Including hospitals, 
regarded as the most difficult of 
all those coming within the juris­ 
diction of the bureau. Plans alre£dy 
are under way for its solution. The 
bureau announces that the 418,000, 
OOO appropriation for hospital 
st ruction will be supplemented by 
use of authority given the director 
to cuter into contracts with State, 
municipal and private hospitals for 
the immediate accommodation of vet­ 
erans in need of hospital care.

In their foreign trade services 
these international banks have cre­ 
ated departm ents to give specific 
com m erdal Information, by inter­ 
view or by mail, regarding the pros­ 
pect for the sale of American goods 
abroad. 
They have Immediate ac 
cess to reports regarding the credit 
and commercial standing of hun 
dreds of thousands of foreign firms 
and corporations, all of them care­ 
fully revised to cover changes made 
during the w’ar. 
These 
departm ents 
include 
In 
th eir personnel experts on tariffs, 
m arine insurance, freights, forw ard­ 
ing. customs duties and shipping 
documents, snd men who have trav ­ 
eled extensively In foreign coun­ 
tries. Supplementing their personal

knowledge of foreign countries and

peoples inhabiting them Is a daily 
service of Information by mail, wire 
and cable from private and official 
sources and from their branches, 
subsidiaries and agents throughout 
the world regarding changing condi­ 
tions, new demands for American 
products and movements of foreign 
buyers. Over the desks of these ex­ 
perts there passes each day a U rge 
quantity of w ritten and printed m a­ 
terial In all languages, and item s of 
interest to American exporters and 
im porters are sent out promptly to 
especially selected mailing lists. 
There are a num ber of ways In 
which the Interior banker can fos­ 
ter interest in foreign trade in his 
community. ’The local public libra 
ry, for instance, can be utilised 
most effectively in foreign trade 
promotion. 
It should be supplied 
with a good selection of hooka on 
foreign commerce, foreign countries 
and foreign travel, commercial ge­ 
ography, International law, tropics' 
and sub-tropical and other Im ports 


commodities, atlases, books on ship­ 
ping, on m arine insurance and for 
eign exchange, international bank­ 
ing and ports and harbors. The lo 
cal schools can do sim ilar work. 
Most im portant of all, however, 
is the proper organization of the 
business men of the community. 
The Chamber of Commerce should 
form a center for the foreign trade 
activities of its members. It should 
m aintain an up-to-date list of all 
members doing an exporting or im­ 
porting business, with full details of 
the commodities handled and of 
the foreign countries in which the 
members are Interested. A foreign 
trad e reference library should be in­ 
stalled in the local Chamber of 
Commerce and should contain direc­ 
tories of foreign m arkets and direc­ 
tories and list of American export 
era, exporting m anufacturers, deal 
era aud commission houses. 
This 
library should receive regularly all 
the publications of the Bureau of 
Forego aj&Qopcfltic Commerce 


Direct contact should be estab­ 
lished with the American commer-. 
elal attaches and trade commission­ 
ers m aintained by th at bureau In 
foreign 
countries. 
A rrangem ents 
should be made to obtain regularly 
the foreign trad e publications of the 
National Foreign T rade Council, the 
American 
M anufacturers* 
Export 
Association and of the large banks . 
which specialize In foreign trade. 
Subscriptions should be made to the 
leading export trade journals. F or­ 
eign visitors to this country should 
he encouraged to visit th e local 
m anufacturing plants. 
Another ef­ 
fective method of obtaining infor­ 
mation direct from foreign sources 
is for the local Chamber of C om -1 
merce to arrange for the exchange; 
of membership and services w ith 
American Chambers of Commerce 
in foreign countries. 
The interior banker has an im por-; 
tan t p art to play in the develop-; 
ment of our import trade, as well as J 
th at of our exports. 
Our depend-! 
ence upon other countries for food­ 
stuffs and raw m aterials grows con­ 
stantly greater w ith the increase in 
our population and the productive j 
capacity of our industries. 
In order to provide a sustained 
m arket for our surplus m anufac­ 
tures we m ust have a regular and 
increasing supply of m any com­ 
m odities which are not produced in 
the United States, or which are pro- ? 
duced in such small volume as to be 
entirely inadequate for our require­ 
ments. 
The interior im porter m ust have 
facilities for buying these com­ 
modities in distant lands. 
He m ay 
desire help in locating sources of 
raw m aterials, advice regarding re­ 
liable foreign exporters and m arket 
conditions and on how he may e*-> 
tablish the necessary im port c re d its. 
through his local and international 
bankers. 
If our foreign trad e is not to auf* 
fer through inadequate financing, 
we m ust give thought to some form 
of long term credits in order to sup* ’ 
plem ent the operations of th # inter* 
national banks and to m ake liquid 
the frozen long-term credits in fo r-1 
elgn m arkets. 
T o m eet this situ s-* 
tion the Edge law w as recently 
passed. This law gives us, to r the 
first tim e in our history, financial 
organizations for the express pur­ 
pose 
of 
assisting 
foreign 
trade 
through long term investment*. The 
original Federal Reserve Act au­ 
thorized 
the 
establishm ent 
of 
branches by our national banks in 
foreign countries. 
The Edge law; 
goes one step fu rth er in providing 
for the inform ation of these foreign i 
investm ent banks under Federal I 
charter. 
A m ost im portant provi-i 
sion of the Edge law Is th at which t 
perm its corporations formed under; 
its provisions to Issue their eteUj 
notes and debentures for sale to in-i 
vestors. 
The interior banker, th erefo r*st 
playa a very definite park th #du- 
cattng his community in to e vela-' 
tion which our overseas commerce 
bears to dom estic prosperity and to;
